Bank for Reconstruction disclosed to 
Reuter today a definite sfreement on 
the granting of a $250,000,000 World 
Bank loan to France. “'Uhis will be 
made within a day or so—certainly 
pretty soon,” 

The oMecial sald that a meeting of 
the Bank's board was being held 
later today, when the final decision 
might be cxpected. 

The $250,000,000 “loan would be 
the first instalment on the request 
for $500,000,000 application that 
France made many months ago. The 
loan would be the first one granted 
by the Banik since its tnception.
